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Peaceniks Regroup 

‘•Nation Reacts 



CHICAGO (AP) - Peace 
i demonstrators again began 
massing today in the Conrad 
Hilton-Grant Park area, scene 
of nightlong disturbances, and 
police girded for another pos- 
sible encounter. 

There was an atmosphere 
of unrest mixed with a feel- 
ing of easing tensions as 
youth group leaders dismissed 
the possibility of a march on 
the International Amphithea-

Quiet reigned in the mom- . t 
Ing hours after last night’s j 
batUa^ between some 3,000 I 
demonstrators and police and : . 
National Guardsmen beneath 
the 'windows of-' thev hotel, 
headquarters for the conven- 
tion. 

THE NATIONAL Guard had 
announced it would withdraw 



•y noon but long after the 
uidday lunch break, the 
roops still lined Michigan 
ive., which separates the ho- 
tel from Grant Park- 

While some 1,200 demon- 
strator-type spectators, con- 
ventioa alternates and dele- 
gates, newsmen, plai^othes 
policemen and television and 
radio personnel milled in 
front of the hotel listening to 
soap box speakers, a ^up of 
about 200 sat in a circle in 
the park singing to the beat 
of b(Xigo drums and strains 
of flutes and guitars. 

From the rally grounds of 
the youth movement in Lin- 
coln Park, a couple of miles 
from Grant Park, word came 
that there would be no march 
on the Amphitheater and that 
some groups had left the be- 
labored city. 

'THERE WILL be no fur- 
ther meetings after today,” 
said David Dellinger, chair- 
man of the National Mobiliza- 
tion Committee to End the 
War in X itnam. 



Dellinger said some 10 to 
15 busloads of youths have 
gone home to New York and 
California. 

Earlier in the day there 
had' been reports that a 
march would be attempted to 
the Amphitheater from , the 
Hilton Hotel where last night 
police arrested 140 youths and 
at least 300 demonstrators 
were injured while Hubert H. 
Humphrey was receiving the 
Democratic presidential nomi- 
nation. 

VIOLENCE EVEN invaded 
the hotel lobby as police 
chased demonstrators and 
tear gas filtered throughout 
the hotel and even reached 
the 2Sth-floor suite of Hum- 
phrey. 

Photographers who tried to 
take pictures were threat- 
ened by police who shouted in 
unison “Get out of here.” 
Some were arrested. 

Reaction to the widely tele- 
vised confrontation on Michi- 
gan ave. last night began 
coming in fr' a all over the 



country— and from Chicago it- 
self. 

ANGERED, BEWILDERED, 
embarrassed, shocked Chica- 
{goans jammed switchboards 
of newspapers and radio and 
television stations to give 
their opinions on the battle 
of Michigan Avenue, which di- 
vides Grant Park, meeting 
place of the demonstrators, 
and the Conrad Hilton Hotel, 
headquarters of the Demo- 
cratic National Convention. 

Many favored the get-tough 
action of the police apparently 
handed down by Mayor Rich- 
ard J. Daley and James Con- 
lisk, superintendent of poHce. 

Others expressed regret at 
what they said was “police 
brutality,” “Nazi tactics” and 
“police state” atmosphere 
shrouding the area filled with 
armed National Guard troops 
and blue-helmeted police. 

PRESIDENT JOHNSON let 
it be known again today that 
he deplores violence and law- 
breaking of the kind that coin- 



pitiful handful of revolution- 
aries.” 

He denied repeatedly news- 
men's accounts of excessive 
force in police cashes with 
demonstrators.! / . 

“There will be,” he* insist- 
ed, “a pattern of law enforce- 
ment.”

“The President always de- 
plores violence,” press secre- 
tary George Christian told 
newsmen a^o asked about 
Johnson’s attitude toward the 
violence last night in Chicago. 
“He has always belieyed that 
people should abide by the

Asked if Johnson deplored 
violence by police and Na- 
tional Guardsmen as well as 
private citizens, he replied, 
“All kinds of violence.” 

A SPOKESMAN for the Chi- 
cago Police Department heat- 
edly denied charges of exces- 
sive police force in disi^rsing 
mass demonstrations in the 
city the last five days. 

Frank Sullivan, director of 
public Information for the de- 
partment, instead accused 
the news media and th& major 
broadcasting networks in par- 
ticular of “a colossal propa- 
ganda campaign” against the 
police and in support of “a

Saturday, including 29 injured 
last night. 

In New York, Mayor John 
V. Lindsay said the Chicago 
police’s handling of demon- 
strations during the Demo- 
cratic National Convention 
“should sadden every Ameri- 
can." 

"I HOPE WHAT happened 
there wUl stand as a warning 
to those who have perverted 
the meaning of ‘law and or- 
der* and made it the sole an- 
swer to our nation s prob- 
lems,” the RepubUcan mayor 
said “Every value, including 
freedom of the press, was 
sacrificed.” 

The mayor did not mention 
the name of Chicago Mayor 
Richard J. Daley, who has 
been criticized by other offi- 
cials and delegates to the 
Democratic convention. 

In Boston, the Amencan 
Sociological .Association or- 
dered its executive councU 
and officers to change the 
ctoud’s convention site fr^ 
Chicago in 1969, 1972 and 19*76.
